Alameda de las Pulgas: 
A Problem for Motorists 


One morning last weck, a resident of the area west of 
Menlo Park reported that she'd seen an accident on Ala- 
meda de las Pulgas: A large collie dog, she said, had been 
hit by a car and tossed into the air. 

She added that the driver of the car stopped mo- 
mentarily, then drove off, and that the owner of the dog 
had arrived shortly after, examined his pet, and taken it 
away—hopefully for treatment. , 

She added that during the morning and evening hours, 
when workers and students are going to and from their 
homes, traffic conditions on the Alameda are “just murder.” 

She’s right. 

The Alameda is a narrow, not particularly flat, street 
and as things now stand it’s carrying about as big a volume 
of ‘traffic as it can during peak hours. 

Traffic isn’t really very fast on the street during peak 
hours—congestion, people turning on and off the thorough- 
fare and the condition of the pavement prevent speeding. 

It’s under the jurisdiction of the sheriffs office and 
the California Highway Patrol and these agencies un- 
doubtedly find traffic law enforcement made difficult by 
the fact that they can’t find many speeders. For how, 
after all, can an officer identify and cite a driver who's 
suffering a momentary lapse of attention? 

As we say, it’s a problem. It deserves study. And it 
deserves the recognition of every motorist who uses the 
Alameda during those peak traffic hours.

Last week, as Spaceman John Glenn Jr. successfully 
orbited the earth three times, teachers at area schools found 
themselves “playing it by ear:” for all of Tuesday morning, 
they had to modify their programs to let the youngsters 
literally see history in the making.

Sign Boards 
Seen Here 
As Menace 


The files of the Menlo Park 
Recorder reveal that, 25 
years ago this week, the fol- 
lowing items, here repro- 
duced exactly as first pub- 
lished, were news in the 
young community: 


February 19, 1937: 


From the editorials: 

There seems at this time to be 
a growing sentiment in favor 
of the removal of all sign 
boards, both real estate and 
other varieties, within the city 
of Menlo Park. The city plan- 
ning commission is to be com- 
plimented on the stand it has 
taken in this matter and for the 
effort that its members are put- 
ting forth to accomplish the 
end in view, “The Beautifica- 
tion of the City of Menlo Park 
and making it a better place to 
live in,” 

As the Recorder pointed out 
last week, and still believes, 
the removal of these sign 
boards is one of the greatest 
safety measures that can ‘be 
adopted. The detracting of dri- 
vers’ attention for a second may 
mean the life of a child or 
grown-up in this city, and we 
ask, is the $5 or $10 per year 
derived from the signs a com- 
pensation for a life that may 
be sacrificed, or for a perma- 
nent injury that may be in cur- 
red? 

Considering the matter from 
the standpoint of the greatest 
good for the greatest number 
of people the billboards and: 
sign beards should be removed 
and that at once.

A Nasty Jurisdictional Mess Is Brewing 


It’s a little early to be thinking about summer baseball 
but this year ,at least it looks iike there'll be a cloud on the 
silver lining, for the Babe Ruth and Little League national 
organizations. 

It seems that Little League, Inc. 
into the 13-15 year-old bracket with “senior leagues” in 
direct competition with the Babe Ruth leagues. There’s 
trouble brewing in San Leandro over the duplications, but 
that’s as close as it has come to the Peninsula so far. 

It has reached serious enough proportions, howe ever, that 
Babe Ruth national headquarters sent out a letter this week 
denouncing the Little League move, saying “In this democratic 
world of ours, we do not approve of nor enjoy the possibility 
of a pending monopoly. Young ballplayers should be allowed 
to ‘graduate’ from one league level to another level, distinctly 
separated by name and affiliation.” 

Now it would seem that two youth baseball organizations, 
based on the premise of developing boys into young men and 
depending on the volunteer help and good w ill of their respec- 
tice communities, could find some better way of settling their 
differences besides verbal battles in public. 

There’ll be no such trouble in Menlo Park, however. 
American Little League president Les Grimes and Babe 
Ruth president Eugene Kerwin both emphasized this week 
that there wouldn’t. 

Grimes said he had gotten a questionnaire from LL head- 
quarters, in which he had answered that because of Menlo 
Park’s good Babe Ruth organization it wouldn’t be advisable 
to move LL senior teams in here. “All they’re thinking about 
is boys graduating from Little League.” Grimes said. “We're 
on very friendly terms with the fine Babe Ruth organization 
here. We have. no expafsion plans at present and probably 
never will.” 

Kerwin and the local Babe Ruth League want no public 
squabble at any cost. Kerwin said he couldn’t alter the offi- 
cial feeling of national BR headquarters but added that the 
letter of condemnation definitely did not reflect the thoughts 
of the local league. 

Now let’s bury it and hope it stays buried. 

The Babe Ruthers have their own problems right now. 
Needed are three more coaches for the coming summer. 
Having just expanded from eight te 12 teams, there are 
openings on two of the new central Menlo Park clubs and 
one replacement—tarry Becker has left the Lowe Realtors 
and gone irto the Palo Alto Little League as a coach.

A Primer on 
Spring's 
Transplanting 


The coming weeks will be 
active palnting weeks for most 
| gardeners — a busy period of 
|setting out perennial and an- 
|nual bedding plants, evergreen 
|shrubs and trees — yes, even 
some more bare root plants, if 
you hurry. It would seem wise, 
| therefore, to review the trans- 
|planting rules. 

Since bedding plants are 
sure to ke one of the most 
popular items in the trade 
let’s start with them. Every 
effort should be made to get 
them in the ground soon af- 
ter they are removed from 
the nursery flat. Never let 
them sit overnight and risk 
drying or wilting. If delay is 
inevitable, leave them in 
shade and keep them moist. 

Don’t transplant young bed- 
ders to sunny beds in the mid- 
dle of a hot day. They may 
bounce back from a good wilt- 
jing, but they will be slowed 
|down. Provide shade — from 
| burlap, from a shingle or some 
other screen when planting in 
the sun. Always firm the plants 
|and water them in immediate- 
ly. 5 

Shrubs from nursery contain- 
ers are relatively safe from 
| harm, but roots nonetheless get 
broken occasionally so always 
prune off damaged roots. If a 
great deal of root should some- 
how be damaged, prune back 
|the top, too, so that it won’t 
| craw water teo fast from the 
remaining roots. 

Your nurseryman will slit 
the containers around shrubs 
and trees to make their re- 
moval easy. Be sure to com- 
plete the transplating job as 
soon after this as possible be- 
cause a can thus slit will not 
hold water well and the roet 
ball may dry out. Try not to 
disturb the soil around the 
root when removing from 
the can. 

Bare root stock should be 
handled carefully to prevent 
any drying out of the roots. 
|Plant them as soon as you are 
home from the nursery or 
“heel” them in in moist ground. 
| Late in the bare root season as 
i this, however, speed is the all 
; important need, for the plants 
|are about to stir themselves to 
| life. 
| The greatest sin in trans- 
|planting shrubs and especially 
|{rees is in the failure to dig an 

idequate planting hole. Nur- 
serymen are adamant on this 
|P oint, claim that puny planting 
| holes more than anything else 
|inhibit the vigor of a tree or 
|shrub. Give roots plenty of 
room to spread out
